God forgive them and make 
their borden lighter in th e next world 
th u s the onejthey have endeavored to 
piaos upon the hearts of the family of 
General G rant in this."

ruary 16ib. 
He iurite3 the direct appli­ 
cation to his office by expectant pen­ 
sioners.

Tbc letters of 
instructions are full and explicit and 
th e blank forms plain, and all may be 
easily understood w ithout the necessity 
of legal education.

SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , February 13.—In the 
Senate tbe following is th e routine for 
the morning business to-morrow. 
Sena­ 
tor Cameron will ask th at hie bill to in­ 
crease the naval establishm ent, bo taken 
up. 
If it bo passed without any extend­ 
ed debate, Senator Hale will .probably 
call op his bill bearing substantially the 
same title, dnriug m on.ing hoars on 
Tuesday o r W ednesday. 
These two 
measuros are parts one of a general plan 
for the increasing of tbe navy. 
Camer­ 
on’s bill provides for fait seu going cruis­ 
ers and H ale’s bill for coast defense ves­ 
sels for loading batteries. 
T he Te­ 
huantepec ship railroad bill will be laid 
b.-fore the Senate at 2 o ’clock to-morrow 
as unfinished business. 
This tnensnre 
will probably soon be bronght to a voto. 
The Committee ou Appropriations will 
in all probability have one or more of 
three bills now before it (M ilitary Acad­ 
emy, District of Columbia, and Agricul­ 
ture) ready for consideration by tho 
Senate onT hursday. 
I t is not im prob­ 
able th at the Conference Committee will 
have the River and H arbor bill ready by 
that time. 
The M ilitary Academy, District of Co­ 
lombia and Agricultural bills have passed 
the House and are in the bandd of the 
Senate Committee. 
Legislative, diplo­ 
matic, consular and naval bills await the 
action of th e House. 
T he deficiency 
and fortifications (this year) bill, are yet 
to boreportedby tbe House audlast year's 
fortification bill is still in conference, 
with little prospect of agreem ent th at 
all three will be reported. 
It Í6 the pur­ 
pose of the friends of the Nicaragua 
canal to bring up that measure as soon 
as possible after the Tehuantepec bill is 
disposed of. 
Senator Hoar purposes to 
call up the Pacific railroads resolution 
as soon as an opportunity occurs, after 
Senator 
McPherson’s 
return. 
The 
river 
and 
harbor 
bill 
is 
likely 
to 
be 
reported 
by 
Thursday 
or Friday, b n t w 11 probably not bo 
taken up until next week. 
During tbe 
present week Senator Stanford will seek 
the occasion to call up his bill “ To en­ 
courage co-operation and to provide for 
the formation of 
associations in the 
District of Columbia for the purpose of 
conducting any 
lawful business and 
dividing profits among tbe members 
thereof." 
Senator Van W yok will also 
siek an opportunity to call up hia reao 
lu'.ion proposing on amendment to the 
constitution, looking to the election of 
Senators by the people. 
The Appro­ 
priation bill engrosses tbe attention of 
the House during the greater part of this 
week. 
The Consular and Diplomatio 
Appropriations bill may be pressed to 
the exclusion of the regular routine. 
It 
is the District of Columbia bill day to­ 
morrow and in the event of a failure to 
secure its consideration then the bill will 
be called up on Tnesday. 
The routine 
will bo interrupted on W ednesday by 
the delivery of orations upon the life 
and obaracter of General Logan. 
Tbe 
remainder of the week will probably be 
reserved for the consideration of the 
Naval Appropriation bill, although tbe 
L ibor Committee may succeed in secur­ 
ing tbe day for the consideration of the 
measures reported by th a t committee. 
Tbe following is the status of the Ap­ 
propriation bills: The Army blil, Indian, 
Sundry Civil, Pensions and Poatoffice 
bills have passed both Houses and now 
await concurrence by the House.

The Brewers’ Union doe* not En­ 
dorse tbe 8«nselc*s Strike. 
N e w Y o r k , February 13.—The Brow­ 
ers’ Union m et to-day. 
Its members 
were outspoken against the leaders of 
District Assembly 49, and said they 
could not understand why brewers, of 
all trades, had been ordered to help 
bolster a forlorn cause a t the eleventh 
hour, which “ 49’’ had vainly ordered 
them to do. 
H erbrandt, Secretary of 
the N ational Brewers’ Union, expressed 
tbe belief th a t the strike had been 
wholly mismanaged from the start, and 
was doomed to a disastrous collapse 
from its inception. 
The brewers would 
not strike, because they were earning 
good wages and would not risk these 
advantages, besides breaking their con­ 
tract, when the result would only be ad­ 
ditions to the common los». Resolutions 
embodying these opinious were adopted, 
and this action was supplem ented by 
the official determination th at the Brew­ 
er»’ organization should w ithdraw its 
delegates from District 49, which is 
practically 
a 
secession 
from 
th at 
body. 
T he beer drivers’ organization at 
a meeting in the same hall later in the 
day, took a decision iu form identioal 
with th at of the Brewers’ Union. 
Dele­ 
gations from all longshoremen’* Unions 
of New Y ork, Brooklyn and Jersey City 
had a convention this afternoon. 
The 
men were in conference for fonr hoars 
and decided not to return to work, save 
at forty cents per hour for day work and 
sixty Ofiits per hour for over time. 
One 
ship owner was present and agreed to 
eot 125 men at work a t once at forty and 
sixty cents, pending a perm anent ad­ 
justm ent of prices, but w ith the under­ 
standing th a t it the general scale became 
thirty-five and forty-five cents his work 
should then be done by the men at the 
same rates. 
The proposition was ac­ 
cepted. Thcr j was developed a strong 
undertone of feeling against those who 
had led the men into the late senseless 
d ik e . 


Bishop Curtis’ Decree. 
W ilm in g to n , Del., February 13.—At 
all Catholic churches in the diocese to­ 
day the pastors read the pronanciaraento 
of Bishop Curtis forbidding oalls given 
with the intention of raising money for 
religious purposes, or holding picnics, 
fairs, excursions or entertainm ents of 
any kiud for the benefit of anything 
having a religious or a charitable object, 
without the approval and consent ot tbe 
Bishop. 
Tbe decree was received with 
some surprise and created considerable 
sensation.

The tire broke ont at 
12:30 in tb e office by an unknown oause 
Jauksou, the jailor, who was asleep np 
stairs,rushed down and opened tbe doors. 
Ten men iu the upper floor cages esoaped, 
but three men in one of the lowor cages 
could not be 
reaohed.

roached them.

week has been principally confined to 
the betting done by some of the city 
book-makers on th e K entucky derby. 
For the derby one book is already '‘full” 
against] Hoggins' Silver Bow, a bay colt 
by Fechter th at has never yet run, b ut 
is said to have shown very fast In the 
spring of 1886. The actual favorites for 
the Kentucky derby at present, with 
only 10 to 12 to one offered against 
them , are A. G. McCampbeU’a Jim Gore 
by Hindoo, Baldwin’s Goliah, by Gum- 
stead, in the eamc stable and quoted at 
15 to 1, Laredo, by Grimstead, is also 
said to be a candidate for the derby hon­ 
ors, although not with as good a claim as 
Goliah; Alcalde is also quoted at 15 to 1 
for tho Kentucky derby. 
W hether Mr. 
Haggin will start Alcalde at Louis­ 
ville or 
not 
the 
public 
cannot 
have 
the 
slightest 
chance 
of 
knowing, 
Last year the publio backed 
Ban F. x to wiu tho Kentucky derby, 
and he was liked till a few hours before 
the race when Mr. Haggin “ scratched" 
him and ran 6 ‘n Ali, who went to post 
a favorite and won by a length.

The latest reports wero all made prior 
t* the cold wave of Friday night and the 
resulting damage to exposed fields, if 
a n y , has not yet been fully disclosed. 
Reports from Illinois, Indiana and Ohio 
s ta te th at th e plant is looking green and 
tender, but th at many broad acres are 
en tire ly exposed and in d icatin g tbat the 
c ro p w o u ld be subjected to a certain 
a m o u n t of peril in wet freezing w eath er.

Su h vague explanations as these of tho 
nature of tbe external universe, or of 
special events in it—explanations so 
little self-conscious a d so little rea­ 
soned as hardly to deserve the name of 
“ explanation"— wonld stem to be in tho 
course of evolution the first notions 
thatoould be called religions but snob 
notions are pure feticbism. 
The char­ 
acteristic of such a state of thought is, 
that the moving prinoiplo is not thought 
of as 
separate 
from 
the 
mov ng 
thing, nor the living 
principle 
as 
separate from tho living being, nor the 
spirit of other men or animals as sepa­ 
rate front their bodies. The observances 
ppropriate to snch a religion would 
cousist in appeals to those external be­ 
ings or imprecations upon them , similar 
to tho¿e appropriate between man and 
man, because those beings would be re­ 
garded as living, and so not felt to be 
wholly different from men; baf in every 
case tbe thing or object itself, and not 
anything unseen, would be th e object of 
any ceremonial observance. 
A commu­ 
nity of children between the ages of two 
aud live .night naturally evolve a some­ 
what sim ilar religious system. 
The 
baby who cries out, “ Naughty door!" 
wheu it pinches its fingers in the hinges; 
the chila who urges a spinning top to 
oontiane spinning, or is angry with it 
for stopping; or who liateus w ith won­ 
dering aw e to a watch and asks if it is 
alive, long before any of them have any 
notion of spirit or ghost, or of unseen 
oauses of action, all illustrate how n atu r­ 
ally fetichism results from sim ple modes 
of thinking and reasoning. 
Similar bob- 
ivg of thought account for muoh of both 
ancient and modern mythology, w ithout 
the intervention of spiritism; they ap­ 
pear am a revival in civilized nations in 
the astrology and alchemy of the middle 
ages, and may to-day be traoed among 
many savage tribes.

Wriglit’s Bill for Forma­ 
tion of Districts, Etc 


PEEFEC LED

The BUI as it has Been Amended 
and W ill P ro b ab ly Pass. 
An Im p o rtan t Law . 


[W e give below tho tex t of the W right 
bill as it has been perfected in the Sen 
ate and will probably pass this week. 
As this U the most im portant piece of 
legislation before the two Houses this 
session, and as it will probably be the 
law th at will hereafter govern the ac­ 
quirem ent and use of w ater, we present 
it as a whole in the sections th at are of 
material value to irrigation in ts; omitting 
sach as opeu merely to th e routine ma­ 
chinery of placing it in operation, and 
summarizing tuch sections as are only of 
partial importance. 
T he bill is very 
lengthy, containing forty-six sections, 
some of them very elaborate.] 
1. 
W henever fifty or a m ajority of 
freeholders owning lands susceptible of 
one mode of irrigation from a common 
source, and by the same system of 
works, desire to provide for tbe irriga­ 
tion of the same, they m ay propose the 
organization of an irrigation district un­ 
der the proVia.on of tliia act, aud when 
eo organized such district shall have the 
powers conferred, or th at may hereafter 
be conferred by law upon such irri­ 
gation districts. 
2. 
A petition shall first be preseutnd 
to the Board of Supervisors of the 
county in which the lauds or the greatest 
portion thereof is situated, signed by 
the required num ber of freeholders of 
•uob proposed district, which petition 
shall set forth und particularly describe 
the proposed boundaries of such district, 
and shall pray th at the same may be or­ 
ganized uud-T the provisions of this 
aot. 
The petitioners m ust accompany 
the petition wi h a good aud suffijieut 
bond, to be approved by the said Board 
of Supervisors, in doublo the ainouut 
of th e probable cost of orgauiziug such 
district, couditioned that (he boudamen 
will pay all said cost in case sai 1 organi­ 
zation shall not be affected.

ify said boundaries so as to except from 
the operation of this act any territory 
within the boundaries of th e district pro 
posed by said petitioners, which is sus­ 
ceptible of irrigation by tho same system 
of w oik) applicable to ihe other lan rs in 
such proposed district, nor shall any 
lands which will not. in tho ju Igment o 
said Board, be benefited by irrigation by 
said system be iucluded w iibin such dis­ 
trict.

And said B^aid is hereby author­ 
ized and empowered to hold, us , acquire, 
manage, occupy, and possess said prop­ 
erty a* herein provided. 
14. 
The said Board is hereby author­ 
ized and empowered to take conveyances 
or other assurances for all piop. rty ac­ 
quired by it under the provisions of this 
act, in the name of suoh irrigation dis­ 
trict, to and for the uses and purposes 
herftincxpreased.and to instituleand main­ 
tain any aud all actioue and proceedings, 
suits at law or in equity, necessary or 
proper iu order to fully carry out the 
provisions of this aot, or to enforce, 
maiuiain, protect, or preserve any ami 
all rights, privileges, aud immunities 
created by tnis act or acquired in pur- 
suiucc thereof. 
And in all courts, 
aelions, suits, cr proceedings, the Baid 
Board may' su ■, appear, aud defeud iu 
parson or by attorneys, and in the name 
of such irrigation district.

For the purpose of constructing 
necessary irrigating canals and works and 
acquiring the nucessary property and 
rights therefor, aud otherwise carrying 
out the provisions of this aot, the Board 
of Directors of any such district must, 
as soon after such district has been or­ 
ganized as m ay be prac icable, estimate 
a n i determ ine the amount of money 
necessary to be raised, aud shall imme 
diately thereupon call a special election, 
a t which shall be subm itted to the 
electors of such district possessing the 
qualifications prescribed by this act, tbe 
question whether or uot the bonds of 
said district shall be issued iu tbe 
amount so determined.

ndirectly in carrying on or promoting 
the mining industry, ever be effected by 
or taken under its provisions, save and 
except tb at rights of way may be ac­ 
quired over the same.

None of the provisions of tbi* 
act shall be construed as repealing or ia 
anywire modifying the provisions of any 
other act relating to the subject of irri­ 
gation.

Tlie United States has taken an 
nftti'.ude npcn the fishery question 
from wliich she cannot recede. Con­ 
gress has spoken in no mistaken 
form s on the subject of the arbitrary 
■eixnres, and has followod up its 
declarations by a policy of reprisals 
th a t means something more than 
m ere words. The whole country is 
behind Congress, and no advanced 
■tops can bo taken in this controversy 
w hich the people will not endorse. 
Following the introduction of bills to 
punish Canada in her commercial in­ 
tercourse with us for the outrages 
visited upon American 
fishermen, 
m easures have been presented to 
Congress to strengthen our navy and 
to place our harbors and ports on a 
defensible footing. That is the proper 
thing to do. Nations, any more than 
individuals cannot afford to take a 
stand which they are not ready to 
m aintain by force if need be. 
It is 
am ong the possible contingencies of 
th e altitude we have 
taken that 
serious trouble with G reat Britain 
m ay arise. 
In that event we should 
he ready to assert our dignity at all 
haaards. 
As we are now situated, a 
•udden outbreak of hostilities would 
And us in a very unprepared state. It 
in true th at we have w ithin ourselves 
nnlim itcd resources th a t could be 
tu rn ed , in a very short tim e, to use, 
in case of war. But, nevertheless, 
th e fact rem ains th at our navy is 
worthless 
for 
m odern 
opera­ 
tio n s, and our ports are defence­ 
less as against 
the great naval 
arm am ents 
of 
the 
present time. 
Therefore not a day is to be lost in 
placing our country in a position not 
to suffer by the determination to 
m ake our words good. 
W hilst it is a 
fact th a t we would soon» even if hos­ 
tilities were opened at once, be in po 
rition to successfully resist all war­ 
like inroads by sea or la n d ,'y et in 
th e first burst of attack we could be 
m ade to suffer incomputibly greater 
i th an the cost of the most ex- 
isive preparations to secure us in 
advance from iiarm would come to. 
No civilised power on earth is in bet­ 
te r condition financially and materi 
ally to arm herself against attack by 
land or sea. 
Our treasury is dropsi­ 
cal w ith money, and our credit is ,J3,l3 
p e r cent, above par. 
For land opera­ 
tions we could organize an arm y of 
tw o m illi.n s of the best fighting men 
in th e world in forty-eight hours; and 
if th e necessity should arise, this 
m agnificent force could be increased 
to five millions. 
This settles the 
question as to our security on land. To 
m ake our harbors safe and to assure 
th e offensive, however, we would re­ 
quire tim e. 
W ith our available sur­ 
plus in the treasury we can, without 
taxing the nation a dollar, make our­ 
selves secure at all points, and con­ 
struct naval arm am ent th at could 
cope with that of any first-class power. 
This, then, is the task im m ediately 
before us. The disposition of Con­ 
gress is favorable 
to th e rehab­ 
ilitation of our navy and the im prove­ 
m ent of onr coast defences. 
No time 
•hould ba lost to create these neces* 
Miry accessions 
to 
our 
national 
atrengtii. 
We have assum ed an atti­ 
tu d e which calls upon us to back onr 
words with deeds, if need be. 
W hen 
it is seen that we are in ear neat, w hat, 
•v e r concession we insist upon will 
he granted. The country is ready to 


t Congress in all the measures it 


f adopt looking to the strengthen­ 
ing of ear harbors and Use improve- 
t e n t of our navy, and tmlees Con­ 
' 
• should oome op to th e ex 


felt from one end of the land to the 
other. 
We have been long enough 
drifting along in a slipshod way, 
letting our strength as a naval effi­ 
ciency dwindle until it has become 
the laughing stock of the puniest 
powers. Let us now, th a t there is a 
real occasion for asserting our dig­ 
nity, rise out of this ru t and place 
ourselves in this respect in a position 
to m easure our strength with the 
greatest maritime nation of the time, 
if it should be necessary to do so. 


T h e Legislature oP Nevada may 
take a step in advance on the subject 
of irresponsible private detectives 
which will commend itself to the 
Legislatures of other States. The 
detective business ought to be regu­ 
lated, but whether the licensing of 
them as is proposed in N evada is the 
best way to cure the defects of the 
system we are not prepared to say. 
We read that— 
Mr. Sims of Nevada has introduced 
a bill making it unlawful for any per­ 
son to engage in business as a private 
detective except upon a license from 
the Attorney-General. 
The fee íh 
made $5 and the person so licensed 
must wear a badge designed and 
issued by the Secretary ot State. 
Licenses shall be good for two years, 
but may be revoked for cause at any 
time. Violation of the law is made a 
m isdem eanor; penalty, 
fine from 
$50 to $500 and im prisonm ent at the 
discretion of the Jotart. The appli­ 
cant for a license muBt satisfy the 
Attorney-General 
of 
possessing a 
good character. 


W e publish elsewhere a partial 
condensation of W right's 
bill as 
amended to create irrigation districts 
and to govern the mode of acquiring 
and distributing water in this State- 
The friends of irrigation in both 
Houses seein to have settled upon 
this bill, as it has been am ended, as 
a measure that will meet some of the 
most urgent requirements of South­ 
ern California, and it will probably 
become a law. The subject is of the 
greatest importance to our section, 
and we therefore make no apology for 
devoting so much 
spac9 in laying 
this bill before the readers of the 
H e r a l d . 
This, with the repeal of 
section 142*2of title V III of the Civil 
Code, will probably grant all the 
relief we can reasonably expect from 
this Legislature. 


G e n e ra l V a n d e re r P o sin g as 
m a r ty r . 
Yesterday’s Tribune, under the head 
It will not do," baa the following strik­ 
ing editorial comments upon tbo auower 
of General Vandever to the notice of 
contest of Mr. Lynch for the seat in Con­ 
gress from this district: 
A staunch Republican has called at 
this office, nor, we are frank to say, 
avowedly in the interest of General Van- 
devcr, but in the spirit of fr/fffTdsbip to­ 
ward» that distinguished gen tie nan, to 
explain why the answer to Colonol 
Lynoh was made partisan rather than 
personal. 
The opinion of this Republican is that 
General Vandever expects to be denied 
his 66jt, anyhow-; aud, accordingly, in 
addition to his formal auawer to allega­ 
tions of fraud, he has deliberately in­ 
vited martyrdom. 
That his elaborate 
paper, which we printed on yesterday, 
is intended not so much to secure him 
the seat to which the electors of this 
Congress district appointed him, as to 
establish a case of sympathy for uie two 
years hence. 
If this Republican is right in bis view, 
we must reply that there arc two strong 
objections to its beiog also taken by Gen­ 
eral Vandever. One is that it was not a 
seat in the Congreea to be chosen in 1888 
that be was intended for, but a seat in 
the Congress lhat was elected last No­ 
vember. It is his duty to defend his 
right to that seat with the weapons at 
hand; and he shonld ase those w. apens 
with •-kill und effect, in order that the 
Republicans of this district be not de­ 
prived of a voice in the National House 
of Representatives. 
He has no need to 
proceed os though he would certainly be 
ousted. 
Cases of coutest are not often 
improperly decided. 
Nearly always 
eminent lawyers who have charaotera 
to maintaiu have held positions on the 
Elections Committee, and they have 
generally passed judicially on the evi­ 
dence. 
General Vandever will have be­ 
fore that committee a case lhat in fair 
probability will be determined upon 
the evidence, and in accordance with 
law. 
If he is wise he will confine himself 
when he gets to Washington to showing 
that 
Uoiooel 
Lynch’s allegations of 
wrong doing and false counts are not 
true, and to showing fraud and irregu­ 
lar acts, if he can, that were practiced 
by his adversary’s agents; and then 
leave the whole matter to the judgment 
of Congress, unprovoked on its Demo- 
oratic side by a heated arraignment of 
the entire Democratic party to turn him 
out, simply because he is a Republican 
who had tailed to placate his judges. 
In our opinion it will be easy for General 
Vandever to take and keep his seat, if 
he but shows just a little wisdom. There 
is no wisdom at all exhibited io the lat­ 
ter part of b:a 
answer to Colonel 
Lynch’s notice of coutest. 
We have not said all that could be 
urged in support of our first objection to 
accepting us wise the justification of 
General Vandever, that onr Republican 
friend has volunteered for our benefit; 
bat we pass to our lecood objection, 
The elected Representative from (his 
Cougress district has uo right to invite 
martyrdom,—it is not a martyr the Re­ 
publicans want, but ■ live member of 
Congress. 
Ue should not look beyond 
the present for vindica'ion. 
He is no 
longer young, and he cannot be sure 
that two years hence some younger man 
will not be preferred to make the raoe. 
Certainly if-he shall fail to maintain his

resent seat through any blundering on 
U part, the cry of martyr will not ava l 
him. 
It is with him, now or never. 
And he shonld at once withdraw or 
amend hia answer. 
As it stands to-day 
it will not do.

Bowers’ Senate 
Bill No. 3, to repeal 'he riparian section 
in the Civil Code, will be introduced in 
the House on Monday as a substitute for 
the Butler bill, and there is no doubt 
that it will pass both Houses without 
opposition. 
The Wright Irrigation bill will bo ad­ 
vanced on the file next week, aa will 
also be Rose’s Forestry bill.

The existence of this peculiar sub­ 
stance in his county was first discovered 
in 1852. 
Since that 
tim a 
numerous 
attem pts to develop it and m ake its pro­ 
duction* profitable have been 
made, 
resulting in as many failures, and up to 
1883, when Hardison, 8 ew art & Co., 
the present operators, took hold of it, 
th e prevailing impression was th at there 
was oil heic, but not in sufficient quan­ 
tities to justify the outlay of money and 
labor necessary 
for 
its 
production. 
Coming here w ith a good stock of prac­ 
tical knowledge of tbe business, and the 
ready money to make th at knowledge 
available, Messrs. Hardison, Stew art & 
Co. secured the abandoned works and 
territory of their unfortunate predeces­ 
sors, aud a t once begin the work of 
opening 
up 
tho 
old 
tunnels 
and 
wells, 
and 
of 
excavating 
new 
ones 
and 
th eir 
enterprise 
has 
been a grand success from the start. 
They now have, after three years of 
labor, a flow of oil exceeding 500 barrels 
per day, which they have increased to 
th at quantity from lesa than fifty bar­ 
rels per day when they Degan opera­ 
tions. 
In addition to this they have 
laid 100 miles of pipe line for conveying 
their oil to the railroad on one side, and 
to tho ocean on the other, have two 
sohooners running from San Buenaven­ 
tura to San Francisco carrying large 
quantities of crude oil m onthly to that 
city, where it is disposed of to the refiu- 
er*. 
Large quantities of crude oil (the 
black variety being reserved for this 
purpose, we believe)are used in Los An­ 
geles, and probably also in this county, 
for fuel. 
I t is a singular fact th at while 
both black and green oila are found in 
the same oil belt, they seldom, if ever, 
occur in the same stratum . 
F urther­ 
more, only the green oil is*valuable for 
illuminating purposes. 
The company is 
still pushing development work snccess- 
fully, and nnder their management the 
flow of oil is continually Increasing, 
show irg the existence iu our hills and 
mountains of incalculable treasures of 
w ealth. 
But the geological form ation in which 
petroleum occurs appears to be as dis­ 
tinctly characterized as th a t of gold, and 
a little familiarity w ith the external ap­ 
pearance of 
the territory 
in 
which 
petroleum ia found, the stratum in 
which it is formed, or oarried, and con­ 
tiguous “ country rock,” will enable one, 
if we mistake not, to trace an oil belt 
w ith much more ease and certainty than 
is manifested by the m ost expert pros- 
peotor in traoing a gold-bearing belt. 
If 
we are oorrect in this suppositian, the 
extent of oil territory in w hioh nrospect- 
ing has been done and developments 
made in this county, is as nothing com­ 
pared to tbe vast field yet untouched 
and idle.

two facts which occurring together would 
appear to be attributable to the more 
broken and upheaved condition of the 
surface where they exist.

may, indications favor the development 
in this county of one of the finest and 
largest oil fields in the world, and it is 
not impossible that the wealth of our 
hills m ay yet »qoal th a t of our valleys, 
inconceivable as the latter unquestion 
ably is.—[V entura Democrat.
